REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE TOWN OF 
W ooDsTocK FOR THE YEAR 1888. 





The school board respectfully submit their annual re- 
port. 

There have been six terms of school taught in town the 
year past. At the center of the town two terms have been 
taught. The first, or summer term, of ten weeks was taught 
by Miss Mary A. Smart of Rumney. Miss Smart is a teach- 
er of some experience and kept a fair school. The school 
was not very large and rather more was expected of her than 
we can give her credit for.
